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DETAILED ACTION 

This restriction is in response to Applicants amendments to the claims in their 
Reply filed on January 29, 2007. 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 7-27 are pending. 

Claims 11-16 and 20-27 are withdrawn. 

Claims 1,2,5, 7-1 0, 1 7-1 9 are under examination. 

SPECIES ELECTION 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention. Applicants are is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to 
elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall 
be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 

(i) . The elected claims are subject to election of at least one of the disclosed 
species. 

Claimsl and 10 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
of Fz proteins whereby the Fz proteins are selected from the group consisting of: (a) Fz
